Merrimac, and a certain gther River there called Charles River, being the Bottom of 
a Bay there called Maſſachuſetts- Bay, and alſoall thoſe Lands lying within three Engliſh 
Miles to.the ſouthward of the ſouthermoſt Parc of the ſaid Bay, and extending thence 
northward in Latitude to the northward of every Part of the ſaid River Merrimac, and 
in the Breadth of Latitude aforeſaid, extending throughout all the main Land in Lon- 
itude weftwatdly to the ſouthern Ocean. ' And the ſaid Legiſlature, in their Claim 
erein deſcribed, do aver that the Point or Place; ſituate three Miles ſouth of the Bay, 
called Maſſachuſetts-Bay, is a Point or Place, ſituate in forty-two Degrees of northern 
Latitude two Minutes north, and that the Place, Point or Boundary aforeſaid, of three 
Miles to the northward of every Part of the River Merrimac, is a Place or Point, ſitu- 
ate in forty-four Degrees northern Latitude fifteen Minutes north; and that by the 
Grant aforeſaid, the Big Sir Henry Roſwell, and his Aſſociates, became ſeized of all 
the Lands before deſcribed and contained in the Grant aforefaid, of the ſaid Council 
eſtabliſhed at Plymouth; and that the ſame Grant was confirmed to the ſaid Henry 
Roſwell, and his Aſſociates, by the ſaid King Charles, by his Letters Patent, dated in

HEREAS, by the Petition of the Creditors and Wife of the faid William R. 

Van Cortiandt, it hath been repreſented to the Legiſlature, that the ſaid Wil- 

liam R. Van Cortlandt hath been a long Time inſane, and is ſtill deprived of his Senſes, 

and now confined in Bedlam, in the State of Pennſylvania ; that the ſaid Creditors are 

without Relief, without the Interpoſition of the Legiſlature, and that the preſent In- 

come of the Eſtate of the ſaid William R. Van Cortlandt is inſufficient to ſupport his 

Wife and Children ; the Petitioners have therefore prayed that a Law may be paſſed 

to authoriſe a Sale of the Eſtate of the faid William R. Van Cortlandt, for the Payment 
of his Debts, and ſuch other Purpoſes as the Legiſlature ſhould deem meet. 

I. Be it enacted % the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate
